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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 7/17/2003 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Haman. 
Haman discloses the claimed invention, including right and left cover sections 

joined together. Integrally formed frame portions 76 are provided, and include portions 
78 for fixedly joining the cover portions together. 

Re "resin made", such is method of making, carrying no weight in the claim. 
Alternatively, note the rejection which follows. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Haman. 
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Haman is discussed above, and fails to particularly mention construction from 

resin, although plastics and aluminum are mentioned. 

Katayama et al. Teaches construction from synthetic resin 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 

invention to construct the cover of Haman from synthetic resin as taught by Katayama 

et al. 

Such a combination would have been desirable at the time the invention was 
made so as to provide a strong cover assembly easy to produce. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Idzikowski et al. Discloses a cover. 

7. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

8. Claims 6-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
